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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, 
For the Year ending February 15, 1909. 


We again present our annual report for the inspection and 
consideration of all who are interested in schoo! affairs. 

We have maintained thirty weeks of school in each division 
where schools have been held. 

Scholars living at a distance have been paid mileage or fur- 
nished conveyance, according to conditions. 

Six different teachers have been employed with less satisfactory 
results than might reasonably be expected, could the same teacher 
remain in charge of each school for the entire year. 

The Grammar school in Division No. 4, has been fortunate in 
having Miss Phelps in charge for the entire year. The changed 
conditions in this school, brought about by the untiring efforts of 
Miss Phelps, are the source of much satisfaction to us, and should 
we feel, be very gratifying to you. 

In the No. 4 primary school, the spring and fall terms were in 
charge of Miss Adams, with results very pleasing to the board and 
we were very sorry to learn that she could not remain for the winter 
term. Miss O’Donnell was placed in charge of this school for the 
winter term, and although this was her first school, we feel that 
she demonstrated her ability to become a teacher. 

The school in Division No. 7 was unfortunate in having three 
different teachers, with results less satisfactory than eo have 
been expected with less changes. 

There are many hindrances to the success of our schools. To 
speak of each separately would tax your patience, and is not our 
purpose at this time, but bear with us briefly, while we mention a 
few of the most serious. 
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The failure of parents to cooperate with the teacher is a handi- 
cap to the success of a school, the enormity of which can only be 
appreciated by those who have come in contact with it, either as 
’ teachers or as members of school boards. ‘Too many parents exer- 
cise great freedom in criticising the teacher, without being thorough- 
ly acquainted with the facts, allowing parental admiration of child- 
ren to prompt them to judge harshly of the teacher, when a more 
impartial judgment would reveal the fact that the cause of the diffi- 
culty lies in the child, and that the teacher is doing the best that she 
can. 

Teachers are but mortal and criticisms are sometimes warrant- 
able, but they should be offered in a kindly way, to the teacher and 
not to the child or the general public. 

To teachers we would say, be more conversant with the parents. 
If scholars are not doing as well as you think that they ought, pleas- 
antly reveal the fact to their parents, and their influence may be of 
great help to you in accomplishing desired results. 

To be a good teacher means much more than staying in the 
schoolroom six hours a day, five days in the week, and at the close 
of the term drawing your salary. 

Many teachers possessed of the ability to succeed, fail from the 
fact that too much time and energy are given to things outside of 
school and too little regard is paid to the wishes and suggestions of 
those by whom they are employed. 

To the scholars we would say, be faithful, be diligent, be honest. 
Learn well the lessons of today and the problems of tomorrow will 
be more easily solved.
